President Wilson as received here by wireless: 


scribes the destruction of every 
arbitrary power that can sepa- 
rately, secretly and of its own 
single choice disturb the peace 
of the world. To this the Ger- 
man Government replies: 

“Hitherto the representation 
of the people in the German 
empire has not been endowed 
with an influence on the forma- 
tion of the Government. 

“The Constitution did not pro- 
vide for a concurrence of repre- 
sentation of the people in decis- 
ions of peace and war. These 
conditions have just now under- 
gone a fundamental change. A 
new Government has been 
formed in complete accordance 
with the wishes (principle) of 
the representation of the peo- 
ple, based on equal universal, se- 
cret, direct franchise. 

“The leaders of the great par- 
ties of the Reichstag are mem- 
bers of this Government. In the 
future no Government can take 
or continue in office without 
possessing the confidence of a 
majority of the Reichstag. 

“The responsibility of the 
Chancellor of the empire to the 
representatives of the people is 
being legally developed and 
safeguarded. The first act of 
the new Government has been to 
lay before the Reichstag a bill to 
alter the Constitution of the em- 
pire so that the consent of the 
representatives of the people is 
required for decisions on war 
and peace. 

“The permanence of the new 
system is, however, guaranteed 
not only by constitutional safe- 
guards, but also by the unshak- 
able determination of the Ger- 
man people whose vast majority 
stands behind these rcforms and 
demand their energetic contin- 
uance. 

“The question of the President 
—with whom he and the Gov- 
ernments associated against Ger- 
many are dealing-——is therefore 
answered in a clear, unequivocal!
